Mcgrue was an old fire department chief, 
and his partner, Jim Lyon, was ono of 
about the hottest undertakers that Cincin- 
nati ever knew either before, during or 
since 1853. 
Jim gave tbe extravagant 


preacher the stiffest sort of a price as to a 
mahogany oofHn. 
Indeed the price he 


named was so terrible tbat it simply and 
almost literally knocked 3tr. Preacher 
clear oat of .Tim's office, and tbe dominie 
declared be could beat tbe price by many a 
dollar. 


"Now James knew all about tbe preach- 


er being a man who when he set bis bead 
on baling a thing he would bave it As 
tbe preacher went out the front door Jim 
flew dot Hie back one, and, rushing around 
to e*ety shop and lumber dealer in town 
tbatjkept mahogany, be bought up every 
foot "they bad, a total of about IfiO feet. 
When "Mr. Preacher came to visit the other 
establishments, be found tbat - none of 
them could AM his order. So back be went, 
to Jim's and began pleading for a cut rate 
on *m&baJiany enough to build the coffin. 
No, fir; Sfot a cent of a cot. On the con- 
trary, .Ilin told him that he bad discovered 
mabogany was more precious in Cincin- 
nati than he'd ever dreamed of, and there- 
upon Jim shaved up the price on the coffin 
several notches higher than the figure he 
had previously named. 


'•After making a terrible kick the 


preacher, with more sand than sense, gave 
Jim the order for tbe mahogany coffin. 
Then the preacher set out to quietly 'get 
e?e»' vrifh tho crafty James. 


"Irsiead of ordering the carriages of 


Jim, lie preacher went out and hired else- 
whttp * Bat that wasn't all bo did. Tbat 
vain preacher went around to every livery 
•table in Cincinnati and hired every rig 
they li-id for tbe funeral. Then he sent 
out 4,-nonK tbe country members of his 
enureti and got every buggy and wagon 
obtainable. Next he gave orders to have 
this' ^ra van of vehicles driven through tbe 
sluntn of the town, with the •drivers in- 
ttrucf-d to invite every loafer, loiterer and 
ho be Uioy saw to 'get In and have a ride.' 
The tu-i veri did exactly as they- were told, 
and the result was tbe worsedly cosmopol- 
itan ftmerni that ever took place in Amer- 
ica. There were over 100 vehicles in line, 
and every o'rie of them was crowded. The 
preacher was bound to have tbe largest fu- 
neral procession ever ifi Ohio, and he hod 
It"Anchor old timer told this: 


"It may amaze the public immensely,

Ho understood hifl oaso per- 
fectly He had mo come to see him on Tues- 
day ami toKl me be would be dead in time 
go that his funeral could, without unseem- 
ly has to, occur the following Friday at S 
o'clock. He said he didn't want his wife, 
who was till worn out taking care of him, 
to hove to bo bothered arranging for the 
funeral, so he went ahead and ordered ev- 
erything hiniself. 


"Although it was 20 years ago, I re- 


member haw matter of fact ho was about 
it all. While talking to mo ho was sitting 
bolt Uprigbt in a straight backed chuir. 
He said 'If I should bend over tho least 
bit to one side now, I would die instantly. 
My heart would be drowned.' Ho died on 
Thursday uiorninii/and tho funeral oc- 
curred tbe next itfcwtioou at 2 o'clock, 
just as he had ordered." 


Continuing, tho rein tor ot this added; 
"Lots of neopto chink they have met the 


meanest man in the world, bat i auco met 
a very worthy candidate for tbe honor of 
tbat title He was quite a wealthy fellow, 
and liia only child died. I was tbe under- 
taker Tbo body was put in a vault. Next 
day after tho funerul that man came 
around with tho handles he bad gone out 
to tbe cemetery and taken off his child's 
coffin and wanted to. sell them back to 
ui8. "—Cincinnati Enquirer.

CIENEGA'S DARK HISTORY.

Those who «*n remember hack to 1873 


and thereabout in thu part of the terri- 
tory recall tbat Cienega Station bad a re- 
markably tragic history. 


It was once the abode of a small though 


desperate band of cutthroats—mainly tbe 
employee* of the stage company—who 
posed as honest hosts while operating a 
private graveyard for unfortunate travel- 
ers, not unlike nor inferior to that wbicb 
has clothed tbe name of Bender with itt 
•worldwide terror and abhorrence. It VMS 
the most important station between Tuc- 
son and Silver City on tbe old Bnttcrfield 
•tage route that ran between -San Diego 
and El Paso. 


The tragic mysteries of Cfecega Station 


•were never entirely cleared up, for mur- 
ders and robberies and bold ups followed 
so swiftly on tbe heels of each other that 
the real miscreants were never dealt with 
by tbe authorities. 


That their crime* wen avenged, how- 


ever, as crimes always are, is shown in tbe 
Indian massacre which occurred there in 
the fall of 1878. One dark night the 
Apaches gathered in silence on the sur- 
rounding bills, and at daybreak, with a 
whoop and yell, they rushed in on tbe lit- 
tle band at the station and massacred all. 
If any escaped, no one knows who it was 
or where h« went, and tbe presumption 
is that all were killed. On a little knoll 
back of the station are the mound* of 18 
unknown graves marked by a single shaft 
that tells tbe work of the avengers. Most 
of the crimes perpetrated by the white 
men at denega were laid to the door of 
the Apaches, and It waa afterward found 
tbat moccasins were kept by tbe -robbers 


Cleuepa fiends was tbe capture of $75,000 
on route from El Paeo to San Diego in 
charge of a small government- guard. 
Those Were funds of tbe United States 
paymaster, and the, three men who at- 
tempted to convey them in a buck board 
past Clenega Station were murdered on 
the spot. It Was known that tbis crime 
was -perpetrated by Americans disguised 
as Apaches. 


At this time it was impossible for tbe*e 


Cienega Bonders to get out of the country 
with their -treasure, EO most of it was 
buried in secret. Then oarae the Apache 
avengers. Often since then idle prospect- 
ors have mede vain searches* for the hid- 
den treasure.—Arizona Gazette.

Voting In Creator New York. 


Election day dawns, and it is a busy one 


for tho police. To the average citizen of 
New York and to every small boy who can 
help build a bonflro an election means a 
holiday, but the policeman rojotaes that it 
comes but onoe a year. For weeks previ- 
ous to election %hoyi too, nave boon' busy 
in preparatory work. Every registration 
baa been verified by a personal visit, and 
in cases where fraud seems to bnve been 
committed tho evidence has been carefully 
prepared and warrants issued. Tbe lodg- 
ing houses, cheap hotels and like places 
have been 'under the moit rigid surveil- 
lance for week* in order to detect and pre- 
vent colonization. No person con vote 
from onaof these places unless he is known 
to have been registered there at least 30 
days prior to election day and to have lived 
in the county nt least four months. When 
it is remembered that 12,126 wen were 
registered in 'licensed lodging noases of 
New York on Oct. 2, 1807, and 14,095 
more in the oboap hotels and unlicensed 
lodging houses, an idea can be obtained of 
the amount of this kind of work which 
fells upon tho police. It is interesting to 
note tbat of tbis total of 26,591 floating 
malo population only 10,665 registered to 
vote, and of those only 6,193 actually voted 
oh election day.—-"The Police Control of a 
Great Election," by Police Commissioner 
Avery D. Andrews, in Scribner's.

F..A. Burrnil spoke of the amount of mis- 
chief done by tho very common habit of 
eating the meals rapidly, according to tbe 
farmer's motto of "quick to ent and quick 
to work. "• Thorough mastication was of 
tho utmost importance, and, of course, 
this presupposed a proper condition of the 
teeth. 
<3nitric digestion was often weak- 


ened and much distress was caused by tho 
ingostlpn of too much Quid,with tbe food, 
particularly at the bcgjppityg of tbe meal. 
Another factor in causing dyspepsia was 
tho habit of eating iood in silouce, or 
without that mirth and ;g.ood fellowship 
to uocossury to insure a nervous condition 
favorable to the normal option of the di- 
gestive organs. These littlo details might 
seuzu trite and unimportant, but it was 
tho duty of tbe onroful phyUoian to in- 
struct his patients in regard to them. The 
long continued and free u«o of digestive 
agents served to innke tho digestive or- 
gans lazy and inactive.—Medical Record.

Im It Are Qcrled Oalr Men Killed by 


a Coiled States Marital. 


Hec Brnner, a Tnited States marshal 


of the Indian Territory in the early days, 
enjoys the rare distinction of having a 
cemetery named after him. 
And the 


strange part of it is no one is buried 
there except his own victims. There are 
28 mounds IE the cemetery. Under each 
lit the bones of some bad man who 
brushed up Against Bruner and got the 
worst of it. 


When Brtner was marshal, the terri 


tory was about as wild as a country evei 
gets. It was filled with horse thieves, 
cattle thieves, train robbers and despera- 
does of all kinfls. A law abiding, peace- 
able citizen didn't staud much show. 
Murders were so common that they were 
not considered news. 
Theft attracted 


no attention whatever except from the 
ones who suffered loss. The country tvaj 
run as near along anarchistic lines as 
the most ardent anarchist o* New York 
or Madrid could hope. Little attention 
was giveiiato the "consent of the gov- 
erned." The desperado with the quick- 
est movement of his shooting hand and 
the most nerve ruled the roost. 


Tbat was the condition up until Hec 


Bruner was appointed United States 
marshal. When he took charge of the 
office, he decided to revolutionize things 
and make the Indian Territory "a good 
place to live in." His friends laughed 
at him, although they knew he had nerve. 
To go up against the notorious gangs of 
this country, they claimed, was foolish- 
Bess. It might result ia cleaning out a 
gang or two, but in the end would result 
in the marshal being wiped off the map. 
What was the use of endangering one's 
'own life to make trouble for the des- 
peradoes? they would ask. To this Bru- 
ner replied that he would drive the open- 
ing wedge toward civilizing the terri- 
tory _i( it cost him his life the very first 
day. * 


He stuck to his resolution, and he 


didn't lose his life either, but he had sev- 
eral narrow escapes. He was punctured 
by bullets until his frame could be "used 
for-a sieve," and he had his blood spilled 
in many a fight, but not enough of it at 
any one time to make him bite tlie dust. 


While the desperadoes were making it 


interesting for Bruner he was keeping 
them busy. He was n dead shot, and 
whenever he pulled the trigger on his 
man it meant a separation Jof soul and 
body. Th.ere was no discount on that. 
Bruner began to hunt down the despera- 
does. The first one he killed was buried 
in a grove south of his place. 4The second 
one was also laid there. And so it went 
until the carcasses of 28 bad men who 
bad met death at the bands of Brancr 
while he was acting "in the Hue of duty 
were buried in that grove. A rail fence 
was run around the graves, and the ceme- 
tery was named "Bruner's Graveyard." 
Only one grave in the yard is marked 
with a marble headstone. Tbat is the 
grave of a noted botse thief. His pals 
chipped in and bought the tombstone be- 
cause he was a "good fellow." i All tlie 
lest of the graves are marked with -wood- 
en slabs. Many of them are inclosed with 
slab fences, while others are inclosed with 
rails laid in bog pen fashion. 


After Bruner got his graveyard pretty 


well filled up toe desperadoes began to 
realize that h& meant business, and wrien- 
evernme would hear that Bruner wanted 
him he would come into town and give 
himself up rather than run tbe risk of be- 
ing the next one to occupy space in Bru- 
ner's graveyard. From that time on Bru- 
ner had nn easy time. He had accom- 
plished his object. He had driven, the en- 
tering wedge in the civilization of the 
toughest country the sun ever shone on.— 
Kansas City Jom-ual..

In a recent lecture Professor Kakichi 


Mitsukuri of the University of Tokyo gave 
a description of the social lifo in his native 
country, which differs materially from 
many other accounts. "The social unit in 
Japan," he said, uis tho family, each fam- 
ily ha\ ing its officially registered head, 
frequently the wife. 
Occupations in all 


clashes as a rtilo are banded down from 
generation to generation, and it is a mat- 
ter o£ family pride that that occupation 
docs not deteriorate. The works- of an- 
cestors arc kept constantly before the fam- 
ily as sacred models, and the result is tho 
inimitable beauty of Japanese productions,. 
Another interesting custom arising out of 
the treatment of the family as tho social 
unit is seen in the fact that tho head of the 
family always has the sarno name and that 
as each person succeeds to the dignity he 
changes his youthful name to tho family 
name. 


Though this custom still survives in the 


country districts thero is no stagnation of 
social and industrial types, it being now 
within the power of the hum blest to rise to 
tho highest office in the state by merit 
alone. 1'ho firbt known, ancestor is regard- 
ed as the founder of tho family;^ tho names 
of ancestors are kept on tablets in the most 
snored plaeo of tho house, while tho anni- 
versaries of tho deaths of ancestors aro ob- 
served with more or less of religious cere- 
mony. Women are held in commendable 
respect, while children aro treated .with 
deference; they represent the future gener- 
ations. Thero is a strong dcsiro in the 
mind of the father that tho memory of 
thoso who have gone before should be kept 
green; hence the idea of the family as the 
social unit is kept up by two factors—filial 
piety and tho longing for immortality."

A Photographic Experiment.

But in condemning 
the bill in jts present form he declared in 
favor of a metropolitan police bill and 
said that the state should take unto itself 
the- administration of the police affairs of 
New York city. 
One provision in the 


present bill, he said, should bs removed, 
the one which gives to the governor pow- 
er to remove tlie commissioner without 
charges. He declared that to be uncon- 
stitutional. 


BlK Suit Atflilii'Kt J. J. Hill. 


St. Paul, Jfin. 30.—Papers have been 


filed in a suit of the utmost importance 
uot alone oa account of the amount of 
money involved, bnt because of some al- 
leged scientific revelations that will be 
made when it comes to trial. The suit is 
brought by H. W. Pearson o£ thia city 
against J. J. Hill and the Great Northern 
railroad to recover $1,500,000. Coal lan^ds 
in Montana are involved claimed to be 
worth $14,000,000. They are held by Hill 
interests and, it is alleged, were taken 
after discovery by Pearson under a con- 
tract- by which Pearson was to have a 
share in the profits. Bnt it is the elucida- 
tion of a new geological theory which 
jives the suits chief importance. Pear- 
son, after 20 years of study, alleges he 
evolved the floodwood theory of the for- 
mation of coal beds. He declares he has 
tested this theory all over the world and 
while keeping it secret has by its use dis- 
covered new coal areas, notably the 
Stoekett mines in Montana and areas on 
the Pacific-coast. He asserts the Hill in- 
terests secured thousands of acres under 
his diieetion and arc now mining 1,600 
tous daily. For a share of the profits of 
this operation he now sues.

The most of the time of the cabinet 


mooting, which wns «t unusual length, 
was eons-dined in discussion of the impor- 
tance of these subjects. Secretary Root 
did much of the talking-. He has visited 
Cuba recently. More than that, his de- 
partment has to do with the present mili- 
tary government of that island. Reports 
from army officers stationed in Cuba are 
to the effect that occupation might be con- 
tinned without friction through the sum- 
mer and fall if congress should fail to act 
at this session upon the Cuban constitu- 
tion. But, regardless of the question of 
bad feeling and possible outbreak, the 
secretary is strenuously against a policy 
which would compel the Cubans, .after 
they had completed their work of framing 
an organic act, to wait ten mouths or 
more for the United States to give it any 
consideration. He elaborated his views 
forcibly to the president and the rest of 
the cabinet. 


Justice Denumd* It. 


The president is just as strongly of 


opinion as Secretary Root that justice re- 
quires the Cubans should not be kept 
waiting for realization of their hopes of 
self go\ eminent. Kecent information from 
Havana to the war department is that 
the Culian constitution may be forwarded 
some time in February, This has been 
one thing which has precipitated the ex- 
tra session. The other is the urgent rep- 
resentation of the Philippine commission 
and of the Federal party ia the archipela- 
go thnt continued improvement of condi- 
:ions there depends largely on the substi- 
tution of civil for military authority. The 
Cuban constitution is not yet ready. Con- 
gress is too busy .for the Philippine legis- 
.ation. How then is it possible to escape 
an extra session ? The view's expi-essed at 
:he cabinet nutting pointed to an extra 
session as unavoidable. 


If an extra session is called what will it 


do with Cuba? Administration, senate 
and house are at sea. Thus far the Cn- 
aans themselves have formulated no sug- 
;estiou o£ what the relations should be 
between the United States and the island. 


In the cabinet meeting the drift of the 


talk was that if the constitution for- 
warded from Cuba was approved by con- 
gress the recognition of independence and 
withdrawal of the troops and American 
officers mast follow as quickly as the new 
government organized. 
Of course this 


will take time. Secretary Root was ex- 
plicit in his view that under the action of 
congress declaring intervention this gov- 
ernment must, as soon as Cuba frames 
an acceptable constitution and organizes, 
acknowledge independence if the people 
of the island desire it. This is the admin- 
istration's policy. The annexation senti- 
ment expected to develop in Cuba and to 
help solve this difficult problem of future 
relationship has not manifested itself. 
The majority of Cubans seem to be for a 
trial of new national wings, and the pres- 
ident and cabinet realize they must have 
the opportunity, under the resolutions of 
congress. 


The Ship Snbsidy BUI. 


Senator Frye gave notice in the senate 


yesterday that he intended to keep the 
shipping bill to the front, even as against 
appiopriation bills, not yielding to them 
without the vote of the senate. It indi- 
cates a disposition on the part of senate 
leaders to force to an early issue the 
question whether the shipping bill is go- 
ing to pass at this session. Senator Tur- 
ner of Washington spoke in severe ar- 
raignment of the bill, declaring it to be a 
"lawless, piratical raid on the public 
treasury" in the interest of a few private 
beneficiaries and committing the govern- 
ment to expenditures aggregating §270,- 
000,000. Before the session closed the 
committee amendments were informally 
agreed to. 


The Indian appropriation bill was pass- 


ed early in the day. 


The house spent the day upon the ag- 


ricultural appropriation bill. It was used 
as a vehicle for the introduction of sever- 
al general speeches. Mr. Thayer of Mas- 
sachusetts discussed the ship subsidy bill. 
Mr. White of Xorth Carolina, the colored 
member who goes out of congress March 
4, delivered his valedictory ,upon the jjen- 
eraj subject of the aspirations of his race, 
and Mr. Gaines of Tennessee discussed 
the limitations of the constitution in con- 
nection with our insular possessions. ,

Emperor William as a field marshal ia 
the British army and the sending of a 
German naval squadron to take part in 
the queen's funeral distinctly indicate an 
AaglojGermsin alliance of a defensive and 
offensive- character. 


It adds that It has become clear that 


ex-President Kruger was not received in 
Berlin because Germoay needed an alli- 
ance with Great Britaiu for the purpose- 
of enabling her to assume the dominating 
position iu the Balkans that she is as- 
suming. The question, whether an Anglo- 
German alliance threatens to injute Rus- 
sia can. the paper declares, only be an- 
swered in the affirmative. 


T,he Bourse Gazette regards the ap- 


pointment of Emperor William as a Brit- 
ish, field marshal as a" fresh stage in the 
road leading Germany into England's 
arms, which have long been opened to 
receive her. It remarks that Great Brit- 
ain, which in 1897 was boasting of her 
"splendid isolation," is now hunting for 
allies. 


Porto Rlean Tleglslntion. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Jan. 30.—A 


joint resolution was introduced in the 
house and adopted praying the United 
States congress to pass legislation levy- 
ing a tariff on coffee entering the United 
States from all countries except Porto 
Rico, thus protecting the produce of the 
island. It is understood that ^Governor 
Allen is in sympathy with the resolution. 
The-assembly is now holding three ses- 
sions a day and pushing business with 
the utmost dispatch in anticipation of ad- 
journment tomorrow. One hundred bills 
have been introduced in the house, but 
thus far not more than 15 have become 
laws.

Alexander Hamilton's Statue. 


New York, Jan. 30.—When Alexander 


Hamilton was killed in a duel with Aaron 
Barr on Weebawken Heights, X. J., July 
11,1804, the St. Andrew's Society of ?Ce-w 
York State erected a marble monument 
on the spot where he fell "as an expres- 
sion of-affectionate regard for his memo- 
ry and of deep regret for Ms loss." But 
the monument was allowed to stand only 
for about 12 years, as it became a favor- 
ite- meeting place for men who had duels 
to fight. The monument disappeared one 
day and was lost sight of until 1850, 
when it was discovered behind the bar of 
a New York saloon. Hugh Maxwell, t&e 
president of St. Andrew's at that time, 
purchased it and piesoated it to his friend, 
James G. King, who lives on Wcehawken 
Heights. Mrs. John Eing Van Rensse- 
laer came into possession of it recently as 
one of Mrs. King's heirs and has present- 
ed it to the New York Historical society.

Tho re- 
mainder of tbe passage was attended with 
bcnvy weather, and the vessel became wa- 
terlogged, only reaching Sydney after a 
perilous voyage of 80 days.

Notwithstanding this diet, wholly unre- 
lieved by any change, not a lifo was lost, 
and not a singlti oase of illness occurred, 
all the passengers landing in a healthy 
and \voll nourished condition. — New Voi k 
Ledger.

There are evil 
influences working on all tha modern 
world of fine art, and yet painting and 
sculpture ore living arts. But the great fina 
art of nrchitooturo is not alive ; its nominal 
practitioners have become administering.

only hero and thoro one among them who 
cherishes even tbe spirit of the artist. Tha 
student of architecture has nothing to 
learn from the epoch in which he find* 
himself.
